22. (Amended) The apparatu s ac c ordi ng to claim 16. wherein said processor is a 
character generator to generate character signals for Hi. p iayjng a selected l anguage on the basis 
of said font data. 
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23. (Twice Amend ed) A method for an additional contents display of an op tir.nl Hisr 
player, the method comprising: 

detecting additional contents dat a associated with a main title from an optical disc. 
wherein th e additional contents data include font data; 

storing said det ected additional contents data in a first memory: 

processing said stored additional contents data to generate specific presentation data: and 
outputting the specific presentation data fo r displaying a specific content associated with 
said main t itle by using said specific presentation data. 

24. (.Amended) The method according to claim 23. wherein in said detecting, said optical 
disc is a DVD. 



29. (Amended) The method according to claim 23. wherein said processing is performed 
to generate character signals for displaying a s elected language on the basis of said font data.

30. The method acco rding to claim 24. wherein the font data are font data for disp laying 
texts in a plurality of different languages. 

31. The metho d according to claim 24. further comprising: 

detecting video management info rmation from the optical dis c, wherein the detected 
video management information includes in fo rmation indicating whether or not the font data are 
recorded on the optical disc. 

32. The method according to claim 31. wherein the detected video manag ement 
information further includes information on a location of the font data on the op tical disc 
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33. The apparatu s according to claim 16. wherein the font data are font data for 
displaying t exts in a plurality of different languages. 

34. The apparatus according to claim 16, wherein the detector detects video 
management information from the optical di sc, and the detected video man agement information 
includes inform ation indicating whether or not the font data are recorded on the op tical Hisr. 

35. The apparat us according to claim 34. wherein the detected video management 
information furt her includes information on a location of the font data on the optical disc 

36. The optical di sc medium according to claim 12. wherein the font data are font data for 
displaying texts in a plurality of different languages. 



37. The optical disc medium according t o claim 12. wherein the optical disc medi 



um is a 



DVD. 



38. The optical disc medium according to claim 12. wherein the stored video 
management information includes inform a tion indicating whether or not the font data are 
recorded on the optical disc medium. 



39. The optical di sc m edium according to claim 38. wherein the stored video 
management information further includes in formation on a location of the font data on the 
optical disc medium. 
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
